Roger Moss studied Social Anthropology under Edmund Leach at Cambridge University. Sometime later, having graduated in 
1959, he followed three previous generations in becoming a Chartered Accountant. He pursued an interesting and varied career 
before becoming Finance Director of British Airways 


Roger was a born collector. From 1976, when he entered the world of high finance, he was able to indulge his passion for Chinese 
sculpture and works of art. In 1984 he moved to Hong Kong to become the Finance Director of the MTRC (Mass Transit Railway 
Corporation). His arrival in Hong Kong coincided with a period of great opportunity for the discerning collector. Despite a hectic 
business schedule, which also included a role as International Advisor to Goldman Sachs (Asia), Roger found time to study and 
refine his collection of Buddhist Sculpture. He brought a rigorous and academic approach to the formation of an extensive reference 
library and he engaged with a wide circle of friends including academics, museum curators and fellow collectors. Many of these 
friendships were forged whilst Roger was the President of the Oriental Ceramic Society in Hong Kong 


It is, perhaps, fitting to end this introduction using the words of Roger's friend, Ann Paludan, written on a note in 2013: ‘I often 
think of your extraordinary, wonderful and unique collection”.

Jean-Claude Ciancimino was a giant amongst the trade and as a taste maker he spearheaded 
fashions and influenced decorators decades before the market. His eye was impeccable, as was 
the breadth of his knowledge, ranging from powerful Regency furniture in the Greek revival style 
through Ruhlmann and French Art Deco, to Tantric and Jain Art, Antiquities, Islamic Art and 
Archaic jades offered here. 


He travelled the world in search of treasures, living between Belgravia, Southern Spain and Punta 
del Este in Uruguay, buying from and selling to many of the worlds major collectors, including the 
late Sheikh Saud al-Thani, as well as а roll-call of legendary decorators, connoisseurs and museum 
curators evidenced, for instance, by the exquisite Vizagapatam cabinet sold to the V & A as early as 
1968. 


Jean-Claude valued the jades offered here very highly, commissioning bespoke patinated bronze 
stands to display each example, which they retain. His family believe the Collection was assembled 
in the early 19605, mostly from two major private European collections, now long forgotten.
